and repairs thereof, for a period of 50 years 
provided, that no joloa or appliances shall be 
so placed, connected therewith, as to mater- 
ially interfere with the said sidewalks, streets 
and public pluocs, for business cr travel, and 
that no main wires on tbe principal streets 
shall bo lower than twenty feet from said 
streets.

It is lha inten- 
tion of ilr. Doyl« to oontlnun making 
until an abundint flow is obtained. 
The striking of wacer ia Long Valley is 
snfficieut evidence to convince us, that 
all we have to do to obtain water in this 
vallsy, is to sink » well. Since last 
west's issue of the Advocate, we huve 
spoken to nouny on this subject, and 
nearly every one has expresaed u will- 
ingness to contribute. Mr. W. P. Hall 
makes the proposition that ho will uub- 
soribo $50 towards a well to ba Bunk on 
tho Suyle'a place, near Susunville, and if 
a success, he will pay for the well, pro- 
vided the cost doos not excnecl $500.
